Now what is the difference 
between a democracy and a re- 
publice-what are we instead of 
what some of us tink we are? 

A democracy is a truly rep- 
regentaiive government in 
which the supreme power is 
retained by the people and 
exercised by them, So fs a re- 
public. But a republic, such 
ng ous, is a restricted and 
limited dentocracy. 

The basic distinction between- 
democracy and republic is in 
the degree of majority rule. 
Majority rule Js unrestricted 
in a democracy while it is res- 
tricted in a republic, 

“The BHL of Rights” part 
of our Constitution places 
definite Mmitations on the 
power of the representatives 
af the people. They are de- 
nied the power to abridge our 
freedom of speech, right of 
assembly, press, trial by jury, 
against unreasonable xeareh+ 
esx and scizures, and other in- 
dividual rights — regardiess 
of how much. the majority 
might be opposed to such in- 
dividual rights. Under a pure 
or trace democracy, there is 

no protection of such indi- 
vidual rights against the rule 
of the majority. 

Democracy actually meang 
unrestricted majority rule that 
our Constitution so carefully 
prohibits, We are inclined to 
think of democracy in the so- 
cial sense rather than the pol- 
ilical sense, We think of it as 
signifying equality among hu- 
man beings. This ideal we do 
find expressed in the Declara- 
tion of Independence with the 
atalement that “all men are 
ervated equal” But the ideal 
is everr more basie than the 
Declaration of Independence, It 
is fn reality the Christian con- 
cept of the Golden Rule.
